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A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 37 
CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex Parte 
Quay/e, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat.

Claims 1-4, 7, 8, 1 1-13, 1 7-20, 25-27, 30, 32, 33, and 37-46 are currently pending and are 
under examination. 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Applicants have submitted an IDS for consideration. Raiter et al. (2000) teach that CD4+ 
T lymphocytes is a primary cellular target for BAT mAb while Hardy et al. (1995) teach that a 48- 
50 kD antigen was recognized by BAT mAb under reducing and non-reducing conditions. In no 
place do either of these references provide a sequence for the antigen that BAT mAb binds. 

The specification teaches four groups of peptides that BAT mAbs bind - See specification 
pages 5 and 15 and see the Restriction Requirement in which these four groups of peptides were 
shown to be patentably distinct. Because the references cited in the IDS do not set forth a 
sequence for the antigen bound by Bat mAb, and because the specification discloses four sets 
of sequences/peptides that the Bat mAb binds to during phage -ELISA, it is not predictable that 
the antigen disclosed in Hardy et al. (1995) is a peptide having any one of these four groups of 
sequences. Further, while Hardy et al. may disclose an antigen having one of these four groups 
of sequences, it cannot be concluded which one of the four sequences it has.
